Sensitive Student, He'll Seek Dignity

I saw chalk drawings on the wall which 


he had done, the copy of Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti's "Coney Island of the Mind" and 
as he ushered me to an overstuffed chair, 
I could feel how this 17-year-old wasn't a 
boy at all, but a sensitive and remarkable 
individual. Then he told me he is in the 
process of writing two plays and portray- 
ing the king in a student production of 
"Once Upon A Mattress." 


Steve Linsner of Palatine, a 1969 St. Via- 


tor's graduate, is exactly the type of stu- 
dent for New College in Sarasota, Fla. 


New College is a revolutionary concept 


in education which is looking for what 
Steve calls "qualified underachievers," or 
students who have never been stimulated 
intellectually to the point of real motiva- 
tion. 


It seeks to "maintain the dignity of the 


student's role in his own education." 


"DIGNITY. THAT'S IT! That hits it 


right on the head 
the student must have 


his own dignity. Did you read that story in 
the Los Angeles Free Press called 'Stu- 


dent as Nigger'?" Steve exclaimed. 


The story discusses the inequities in 


modern university faculties concerning the 
treatment of students. 


"Why is it that teachers are so often 


interested in their own goals, or writing 
the great American novel instead of being 
concerned with the interests and needs of 
their students?" he asked. 


I related my experiences with bad 


teachers and those who purposely make 
things hard for students. 


He agreed and pushed things a little far- 


ther: "If they can't care about us learning 
and teaching them at the same time, then 
they shouldn't be teachers." 


HE TOLD ME THAT his acceptance let- 


ter from New College said the learning 
process would come from them, but they 
also expected he would have much to con- 
tribute to the college. "That's a great feel- 
ing, for them to think I have something to 
teach them." 


At New College, Steve says, all students 


receive a bachelor of arts degree, which 
may be completed in three years. There is 


not necessarily any specialized area of 
study besides that which the student wish- 
es to make for himself. 


STEVE THINKS HE may go into some 


area of psychology, but doesn't think he'll 
"ever quit writing — I guess that's really 
what I'm interested in." 


He sees the necessity for a graduate 


education and, as 80 per cent of this year's 
New College class, he will follow them to 
the best graduate schools in the country. 


New College's unique educational con- 


cept is this: "The student makes a con- 
tract with two faculty advisers at the be- 
ginning of each term. It is his own respon- 
sibility to fulfill the terms of the contract 
in any manner he wishes. He then must 
convince his advisers he has fulfilled his 
contract." 


He may do this by any method from 


traditional 
coursework 
to independent 


study. 


THERE ARE NO GRADES, prerequis- 


ites or credit hours. 


In addition, each student has a one 


month period of each year in which he 


Services Increase Cited 
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The community school services program 


established two years ago in School Dist. 
21 continues to roll along successfully, ac- 
cording to administrators of the program. 


The annual year-end evaluation of the 


program revealed increased community 
participation in the programs. More con- 
crete evidence of its acceptance by the 
community is shown in increased local fi- 
nancial support over the past two years. 


"Most community school services proj- 


ects in the state died out at the end of 
three years when federal money was no 
longer available for the programs," said 
Donald Day, coordinator of educational 
and social services for the Illinois Center 
for Community Education Development, 
which administers the district program. 


"HOWEVER, WE don't expect this to 


happen in this case. Increased community 
participation in the project has been evi- 
dent in all areas, and public bodied are 
giving us more financial support than ever 
before," he continued. 


Evidence of this is demonstrated in the 


budget for the center. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, $103,000 in 


local funds, or 62 per cent of the total 
budget, will be used to support the pro- 
grams. Federal funds, supplied under Title 
III of the Federal Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act will amount to $75,000. 


During the program's first year, federal 


funds for the program amounted to 
$150,000 and local funds to only $5,000. 


DURING THE second year of operation, 


federal money dropped to $100,000 and lo- 
cal funding rose to $50,000. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, approxi- 


mately 90 students were enrolled in the 
Young Adult Education Program, accord- 
ing to the year-end evaluation. 


This program is for young adults, from 


17 to 25, who wish to complete their high 
school education. 


Of those registered in the program, 27 


per cent, completed their requirements for 
a high school diploma. 


"This fall, we expect about 100 people to 


enroll in the program," said Day. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, 144 new 


cases were handled at the mental health 
clinic, and 110 were terminated. 


THE CLINIC is beginning the 1969-70 


year with 83 cases now in therapy, an in- 
crease of 66 per cent over one year ago, 
when 50 patients were being treated. 


"This figure demonstrates that more 


people know about and are using the clin- 
ic, not that more need help with emotional 
problems," said Day. 


A total of 194 persons have been served 


by the clinic in the past year. Nearly half, 
or 47.9 per cent, were from Wheeling. The 
next largest number, 21.1 per cent, came 
from Prospect Heights. 


MALES IN THE 11-20 age group ac- 


counted for 33 per cent of those serviced 
by the clinic, with the next largest cate- 
gory women in the 21-50 age group, which 
accounted for 28.3 per cent of those 
treated at the clinic. 


Participation in recreation programs 


also has increased since the project was 
started. In 1967-68, 23,681 persons partici- 
pated in some phase of the recreational 
program.

were enrolled in the practical arts pro- 
gram during the spring semester at 
Wheeling High School. 


may pursue any type of independent proj- 
ect he may wish. 


Steve says this may range anywhere 


from studying at another school to trav- 
eling. 


He knows of one group of students who 


conducted a T-group on a remote island. A 
T-group is involved in introspection and 
sensitivity training. 


For his first independent study project, 


Steve says he will produce one of the plays 
he is currently writing. A friend from 
Iowa will help with the production. 


HE TALKED ABOUT people and why 


they don't understand each other — "The 
big thing with people is the need to love 
someone else." 


Suburban apathy, a focal point for many 


young people, is abundant here, Steve be- 
still apathetic, although, they "care about 
things that much." 


He spoke of the attitude of his high 


school and said it could be classified more 
liberal than most. He said the students are 
still apathetic, althoug, they "care about 
other things." 


He said he didn't want to put himself in 


a category as far as political beliefs go, 
because there are always inconsistencies. 


THE CHANGE IN society? "The mass 


media has had a lot to do with the changes 
in our entire social structure. So much has 
happened in the past few years, so many 
social problems have arisen, it's hard to 
keep up with them all." 


Steve will leave for a totally new experi- 


ence in a few weeks, an experience in 
"learning to make choices and learning to 
deal with others." 


Some would argue with the ideas gener- 


ated at New College, but it is now consid- 
ered one of the best colleges in the coun- 
try. It received its accreditation in a re- 
markably short time. 


NEW COLLEGE graduates have made 


themselves heard in many fields across 
the nation. Of the 1969 graduating class, 
ten per cent went on to medical school, 
five students won Woodrow Wilson grants, 
one received a stipend from the National 
Science Foundation, two won Fulbright 
scholarships and two are Lehman schol- 
ars. 


Its students are permitted seats on the 


board of trustees and the faculty govern- 
ing bodies. They are given a voice in their 
school and they are consulted on its pol- 
icies. 


There have been no riots at New Col- 


lege, nor are there likely to be. A place 
like New College is what some students 
are asking for. 


Plans announced yesterday for the Ar- 


lington Heights Road interchange with the 
Northwest Tollway show a plan that is 
shadowing the long-proposed full clover- 
leaf. 


The original proposal, submitted la.st 


year to the Illinois Division of Highways 
from 
the 
Illinois 
Tollway 
Authority, 


showed two access ramps to and from the 
tollway and a circular ramp in the south- 
west quadrant. 


The new plans, which have received an 


informal go ahead sign from the stati, 
show an additional circular ramp in the 
northwest quadrant of the interchange. 


As designed, the ramp will circle the 


Elk Grove Township Hall. 


MIKE ENDRES, a design engineer for 


the consulting firm of Knoerle, Bender, 
Stone and Associates, which is preparing 
the plans, told the Herald that the state 
had advised the tollway commission to go 
ahead with the new plans. 


The sketches and plans must now go to 


the legal department of the tollway com- 
mission for approval. The legal depart- 
ment is responsible for acquiring land for 
the project. 


Then, if final state and county approval 


is granted, bids can be accepted for the 
project, which has been pegged at a total 
cost of about $1.4 million. It is scheduled 
for completion in fall of next year. 


THE REVISED MAP of the project 


shows that the new circular loop in thr 
northwest quadrant eliminates a traffic 
light north of the interchange. 


Originally, westbound traffic headed for 


Elk Grove would have exited on the same 
ramp used by Arlington Heights traffic 
heading northbound. A light might have 
been necessary. 


The new plan shows Elk Grove traffic 


from Chicago traveling beyond the bridge 
over Arlington Heights Road, exiting on a 
ramp which circles and enters southbound 
Arlington Heights Road. 


Other features of the plan remain the 


same. Westbound traffic exiting for north- 
bound Arlington Heights Road will exit be- 
fore reaching the bridge and will funnel 
into the road north of the bridge. 


TO ENTER THE tollway from Arlington 


Heights, drive past the bridge and enter 
the circular ramp. 


To enter the tollway from Elk Grove, 


turn right before reaching the bridge. 


Eventually, when traffic warrants it. 


tollway officials plan to convert the inter- 
change into a full cloverleaf, allowing en- 
trance and exit in all directions for all 
traffic. 


Residents of Elk Grove and Arlington 


Heights have been arguing for many years 
in favor of at least a partial interchange. 
The Tollway Access Committee (TAC), a 
group of residents of both communities, 
has argued long and hard for the inter- 
change.

Doug Peterson, 
band director, was then awarded the musi- 
cal trophy by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


THE EVENING program of professional 


musical acts was highlighted by a per- 
formance of the Iron Butterfly. 


"The band was thrilled to be performing 


for that many people. It's really an honor 
and we felt proud to be able to win for the 
district," Peterson said. 


According to Peterson, one of the judg- 


es, Charles Suber, editor of the nationwide 
jazz publication, "Downbeat," commented 
that the Elk Grove music was one of the 
most mature professional sounds he has 
heard from a high school band.

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Pitner Looks for 20,000 Jobs

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


spend the next year job hunting. However, 
lie won't be looking for a job for himself 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the pragram to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 


handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 
the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967. 


I'll'NKH EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance' Pre-employ- 
ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner. Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, Or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 


bank executive 


The Schaumburg resident descntx.'d the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
since participants are trained for actual 
jobs that private industry has a need for 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," Pitner 
related 


"WK ARE NOT so altrustic that we ex- 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," he continued. "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part. After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity " 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in- 
terested in selling larger corporations an 
participation in the program to provide 
jobs for the hard-corps unemployed. "We 
would like to see the larger rcwporaUons 
agree to having 'i per cent of their labor 
force come from tills group." he said 


I'lT.NKK NOTED that individuals placed 


in jobs are trained in an understanding of 
a capitalistic economy, as well as being 
trained in particular job skills for which 
there is a market "Individuals in the job 
program are taught how they can channel 
money into their community and improve 
th< ir lives." he said 


"Most corporate personnel are very re- 


ceptive to our program," Pitner added

Plans to improve the Hanover Park Po-

Is The Job Too Big? 


It should be a cause of serious 


concern to Illinois officials that the 
state's residents spend a half-billion 
dollars annually in the pursuit of 
recreation outside of Illinois. 


It should be, but to date it hasn't 


been, at least not to a depth serious 
enough for much to be done about it. 


The traditional attitude has been 


to accept the stereotype that Illinois 
is not one of the great recreztional 
states, and let it go at that. 


But one of the enormous tragedies 


of this state is what it could be, if 
only there were a blend of public 
concern, aroused public servants 
and action. 


And one of the things Illinois could 


be is a great recreational state. In- 
stead, if is a traditional crossroads 
in more ways than transportation, 
for it is a state you pass through — 
or flee from — in the quest for rec- 
reation. 


The economic potential alone 


should be enough to persuade the 
state's leaders to make recreation 
and tourist trade one of Illinois' pri- 
ority goals.

If — as documented by the state's 


Department of Business and Eco- 
nomic Development — the state's 
residents are spending a half-billion 
dollars out of the state each year, 
how much more is the state losing in 
potential revenue from non-resi- 
dents who could be lured to spend 
their dollars here? 


Easily, it could be a billion dollar 


business. Reflect on what that could 
mean to a state suffering under a 
crushing and fmstrating burden of 
fees and ta.ces, while still in- 
adequately meeting its social and 
educational obligations. 


The guilt has been twofold. 
First, there are the things Illinois 


has tolerated, things that no recrea- 
tional state worth the name should 
allow to exist. 


Most publicized, and most severe, 


has been the indescribable defiling 
of the air and water of the state, in 
some areas so grossly polluted that 
it would be hypocrisy to invite any- 
one to enjoy it. 


That pollution represents a pat- 


tern of permissiveness and shabbi- 
ness which has also allowed land to 
be so badly scarred by stripmining 
that it rivals the Badlands for deso- 
lation, and it is reflected in mainte- 
nance of state property that some- 
times borders on the shoddy. 


In these areas, the state has clear- 


ly abdicated its responsibility to its 
people, and has encouraged the phe- 
nomenon of both residents and non- 
residents whizzing through the state 
to Michigan, Wisconsin and points 
beyond. 


The guilt is also in incredible lack 


of foresight, an inability to recog- 
nize what the state has to offer for 
recreation development. 


Illinois is, despite slurs to the con- 


trary, a state of some astonishing 
beauty, particularly the northwest 
portion around Galena and Mis- 
sissippi Palisades, along the Illinois 
River, and in the rolling forested re- 
gions of the south. 


But this quality is largely over- 


looked, as is the state's history as 
typified by not only Lincoln, but by 
Galena, Nauvoo, Shawneetown, the 
Indian country and even by Chicago. 


The statistic that clearly under- 


scores the lack is the bitter truth 
that Illinois ranks dead last among 
all states in the amount of recrea- 
tional land set aside per population. 
By its own figures, the state is 
952,000 acres behind the need. And 
nothing typifies the neglect more 
than the state's pathetic perform- 
ance in setting aside things as ele- 
mental as roadside rest areas for 
travelers. 


Nor does Illinois publicize what it 


does have. Other states dwarf this 
one in promoting their features with 
advertising and by distributing at- 
tractive and colorful brochures and 
pamphlets designed solely for luring 
tourist interest. 


Are there any hopeful signs? Few, 


save perhaps the naming of William 
Rutherford as director of the De- 
partment of Conservation. He, at 
least, has publicly recognized the 
problem, and in the first few months 
of his tenure did spark the acquiring 
of more new state land than in the 
previous eight years. 


The job ahead, if it is to be faced, 


is titanic, and demands priority at- 
tention from Rutherford, Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie, and Ray C. Dickerson, 
the new director of Business and 
Economic Development. 


It requires first a recognition of 


the lack, and that Illinois — so rich 
in industry and agriculture — has 
an untapped boom in recreation. 


Then must come a border-to-bor- 


der scrutiny of the state, pinpointing 
those areas and regions that for 
their air, land, water, forests and 
history could beckon people from 
within and outside the state. 


Then, the biggest job of all — re- 


juvenating what the state does own, 
trying to acquire that which it 
doesn't (or encouraging another 
body to do so), demanding an end to 
the pollution and the ravaging of the 
landscape, and finally telling the 
world about it. 


We hope the job is not too big for 


Illinois.

Eye on Arlington 
Track is Ours —What Now? 


by JOAN KLUSSMANN 


Arlington Park, racing mecca of the 


Midwest or that infernal nuisance - de- 
pending on your point of view - may soon 
be ours, all ours. 


The recent announcement of a proposed 


annexation agreement between Arlington 
Heights and the park which will give us 
our own hotel, stables and race track 
sparked press conferences, TV coverage 
and banner headlines. 


Reaction of many residents of other 


communities and summer visitors to our 
suburban paradise was different. They 
stared blankly at the news - everyone as- 
sumed it was here in the first place. 


BUT THE fracas, roars and publicity 


about night racing during the past two 
years have made even recent residents of 
the village aware that the race track 
was outside village limits. When shouts of 
"do something" rang through village hall 
in late 1967, after the track announced its 
intention to race thoroughbreds under 
floodlights, board members reminded resi- 
dents that the track was located in unin- 
corporated Cook County, out of any direct 
control by the village. 


Nevertheless, 
overwhelming 
audience 


disapproval at board meetings coupled 
with the lateness of the track's announce- 
ment 
of its 
intention prompted 
the 


board to oppose night racing at a hearing 
of the Illinois Racing Board in January, 
1968. 
Admitting that her "timing was 


bad," Mrs. Marje Everett withdrew her 
petition and did not press for night hours. 


In the fall of 1968, Arlington Park pre- 


sented a petition to the state racing board 
requesting hours between noon and mid- 
night. 


IN NOVEMBER, amid loud resident ap- 


plause, the board again voted to voice op- 
position to the petition as specific hours 
were not included. In a compromise move 
later in the month, the track requested 
racing sessions which would terminate at 
7.30 p.m., paving the way to twilight rac- 
ing every day if the track should so desire. 
It already followed a twilight schedule on 
Fridays 


This year floodlights were installed, the 


track unsuccessfully attempted 
twilight 


racing and the village announced the pos- 
sible annexation The agreement, when ap- 
proved, will bring property and sales 
taxes to the village. For their part, 
trustees will not hotfoot it down to the Illi- 


nois Racing Board to oppose night racing 
hours. 


Village Pres John Walsh, who has ham- 


mered out final details of the agreement 
since his election in April, is on the record 
in opposition to night racing hours. In 
January, 1968, he made the motion to op- 
pose Arlington Park's request for night 
hours and in November of the same year 
again moved to object to the absence of 
specific hours on the track's request for 
1969. 
Now he is the proud father of the 


annexation agreement. 


However, Walsh's compromise on the

hours is more like seeing the handwriting 
on the wall and a logical use of past 
trustee action on night racing. 


EVEN WITHOUT annexation, the track 


would undoubtedly inch its way to night 
racing. Beset by drops in attendance and 
wagering which twilight hours didn't alle- 
viate, the track would be forced to press

for night racing hours m the future Ac- 
cording to Illinois statute, racing is per- 
mitted between noon and midnight at the 
discretion of the racing board 


When Gulf and Western Industries pur 


chased the track area last fall, pegged it 
for future development which in the future 
would demand additional services and ex 
pressed an interest in annexation, the Mi- 
lage had a built-in negotiating point 


The provisions on zoning and liquor li- 


censes in the agreement, while a con 
cession for the village, hardly give the 
track many advantages they would not 
otherwise enjoy. Currently zoned in the 
county as - believe it or not - a one-famih 
dwelling district, the park can still bliss- 
fully erect multi-stoned buildings and 
mix martinis at will 


Before the agreement is ratified, public 


hearings will be held and residents will 
have full opportunity to question and ai 
grievances So far, no organized opposition 
has been heard, but the hearings should 
bring forth some residents unhappy or 
hesitant over the annexation. 


FAMILIES LIVING in close proximin 


to the track undoubtedly are inconven- 
ienced by the noise and traffic, and provi 
sions should be made by the park to keep 
them to a minimum. But on the whole, the 
agreement should benefit the village dol- 
lar-wise and will give trustees a voice in 
future development of the area 


Walsh should be congratulated for the 


time and effort he has put forth in bring- 
ing a financial glint in village fathers' 
eyes to a final agreement

(ANPA) and the National Council for the 
Social Studies (NCSS). 


Dr. Merrill F. Hartshorn, executive sec- 


retary of the council, says the newspaper, 
more than any other educational tool, has 
a major carryover into adult life. 


"The involvement of citizens from all 


walks of life in the issues that confront our 
society is imperative if our democratic 
way of life is to survive and prosper," Dr. 
Hartshorn says. 


"The schools can make a great contribu- 


tion by fostering early involvement. And 
the newspaper provides one of the best 
ways to accomplish that objective." 


A tryout test last January was adminis- 


tered to about 6,000 junior and senior high 
school students in 61 schools. For each 
newspaper class tested, the teacher and 
principal selected a control class or pre- 
test group. 


In a report on the tryout test, the NBA 


reported: 


—The control group was always in the 


same grade as the newspaper class and 
had approximately equal scores on read- 
Ing comprehension tests, but had not had 
training in reading newspapers. 


—The tryout test showed that students 


using newspapers were better newspaper 
readers than students without such train- 
ing 


—Points of competence revealed includ- 


ed ability to spot the main point of a news- 
paper item quickly, understanding of 
where the newspaper got the information, 
distinguishing facts from opinions, inter- 
pretation of editorial cartoons, and differ- 
ences between newspapers and 
other

Pitner Looks for 20,000 Jobs

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


spend the next year job hunting. However, 
he won't be looking for a job for himself. 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20.000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank it Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


Dl'RING THE coming year. Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 
the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967. 


I'MNER EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance: Pre-employ- 
ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner. Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 


since participants are trained for actual 
jobs that private industry has a need for. 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," Pitner 
related. 


"WE ARE NOT so altrustic that we ex- 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," he continued. "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved. 


But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part. After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity." 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in- 
terested in selling larger corporations on 
participation in the program to provide 
jobs for the hard-corps unemployed. "We 
would like to see the larger corporations 
agree to having 3 per cent of their labor 
force come from this group," he said. 


PITNER NOTED that individuals placed 


in jobs are trained in an understanding of 
a capitalistic economy, as well as being 
trained in particular job skills for which 
there is a market. "Individuals in the job 
program are taught how they can channel 
money into their community and improve 
their lives," he said. 


A job may be just a job for some people. 


But for Pitner, it is a means of changing 
someone's future. 


"Most corporate personnel are very re- 


ceptive to our program," Pitner added. 


Push for Planning 


A village master plan, often talked 


about but little acted on in recent years, 
was again a topic of discussion at Thurs- 
day's Hanover Park meeting. 


The Rev. David Bugh, a trustee, sug- 


gested that the village "immediately con- 
tact professional 
planners regarding a 


master plan for the village and update all 
codes." The plan, Bugh said, should cover 
building and zoning considerations both in 
side and outside the village boundaries. 


Pres. Richard 
Baker said planners 


have investigated Hanover Park pre- 
viously. Bugh said he was aware that this 
was done last year, but that no action was 
taken. "I'd like to see something definite 
done," Bugh added. 


When Baker ran for president last 


spring, a master plan was the key plat- 
form in his People's Own Party (POP). 
He commented at that tune that progress

THE PLATFORM STATED, "In view of 


the expansion by planned annexation of 
the adjoining municipalities and the vir- 
tual static activity by the ullage within 
the last 10 years, the formation of a mas- 
ter plan, with the updating of building 
codes, building ordinances and subdivision 
codes is essential." 


It appeared in April, 1967, that the vil- 


lage was on its way to a master plan when 
the first separate plan commission was 
appointed. The need for a plan commis- 
sion at that time was made evident when 
a tavern was built next to the St. Colum- 
bia's Episcopal Church on Irving Park 
Road. 


Since last year, the board has been in 


contact with Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates, national plan consultants. A 
prepresentative of that company said pro- 
fessional planning should be concerned 
with stop-gap measures for immediate 
problems as well as development of a 
master or comprehensive plan. 


John Knafl of Harland Bartholomew has 


said that in master planning, the land use 
must be reasonable and economically fea- 
sible. To be workable, a master plan must 
be geared to stages of development, he 
said. 


THE VILLAGE IS NOW essentially di- 


vided into east and west with Bamngton 


Road being the division between town- 
ships, school districts, and builders. But 
the village is also hemmed in on the east 
and west by other communities, so further 
expansion must go north and south. 


Knafl last year advised the plan com- 


mission that federal funds to defray part 
of the cost of a master plan are probably 
no longer available. He had said not to 
count of federal mor.ey. 


It seemed for a short time last year, 


however, that the village was ready to be- 
gin on a comprehensive plan. It was to 
cost $20.000 and take at least 18 months to 
complete. The plan commission, however, 
recommended over a year ago that the vil- 
lage board accept the Harland-Bartholo- 
mew proposal. 


AT ONE TIME last year, the village ac- 


tually agreed to hire the company. How- 
ever, voting on the $20,000 contract was 
repeatedly delayed. Finally, considering 
that the village could expand only in one 
direction — to the south — the board de- 
cided that the $20,000 price tag was too 
high. 


No mention of a price was made when 


the subject was brought up again Thurs- 
day night. Trustee James M. Scheuber 
said, "I think we should bring in a planner 
and start again" and Baker and the rest of 
the board agreed. 


Baker said Harland Bartholomew and 


Associates would again be called to in- 
vestigate. 


JOHNSTON was questioned m the morn-

He likes aspects of the 
proposal that offer work incentives to wel- 
fare recipients, and equalization clauses 
aimed to prevent the current migrations 
from state to state in pursuit of higher 
welfare checks. 


Money for day care centers to accom- 


modate the children of welfare recipients 
who work or train for jobs is another 
area Johnston said should be continued 
and expanded. 


JOHNSTON plans to spend a substantial 


part of his time campaigning in the west- 
ern part of the 13th Congressional District.

TWO PROJECTS, broken down into four 


construction contracts are involved. Two 
contracts will extend an interceptor sewer 
northwest along Algonquin Road and serve 
the communities of Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates, Palatine and South Harrington. 


Two other contracts will serve Prospect 


H e i g h t s , Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights 
and unincorporated areas of 


Wheeling Township. 


Forrest Neil, MSD acting chief engineer, 


said Monday the Wheeling Township proj- 
ects will keep the MSD's commitment with 
the Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 
District to provide sewer service by 1970. 


TRUSTEE E. GEORGE THEIM, chair- 


man of the engineering committee, ex- 
plained the projects were a recommenda- 
tion from Gen. Supt. Vinton Bacon and the 
engineering staff. When first presented, 


the board felt it did not have enough infor- 
mation to act on the recommendation, 
Thoim explained. 


Theim said the sewers will be installed 


to take the load off the existing inter- 
ceptors. The northwest suburbs is served 
by the North Side Sewage Treatment plant 
and increased development has caused an 
overload of these interceptors, especially 
during rain 


The new interceptors will tie into the

Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which hao established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed 


Last year CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories- 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967. 


PITNER EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance 
Pre-employ- 


ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner. Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
since participants are trained for actual 
jobs that private industry has a need for. 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," Pitner 
related.

their lives," he said 


A job may be just a job for some people. 


But for Pitner, it is a means of changing 
someone's future.

He Looks for 20,000 Jobs

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


speid the next year job hunting. However, 
he won't be looking for a job for himself. 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967. 


PITNER EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance: Pre-employ- 
ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner. Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
since participants are trained for actual 
jobs that private industry has a need for. 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," Pitner 
related. 


"WE ARE NOT so altrustic that we ex- 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," he continued. "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved. 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part.

The MSD board is to decide Aug. 28 on 


any recommendations coming from the en- 
gineering committee's meeting. The pro- 
posed northwest suburban projects are 
part of $14 million the MSD is assured in 
construction funds. Southwest Cook County 
is getting about $8 mil'ion in interceptors 
in the same proposal. 


TWO PROJECTS, broken down into four 


construction contracts are involved. Two 
contracts will extend an interceptor sewer 
northwest along Algonquin Road and serve 
the communities of Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates, Palatine and South Barrington. 


Two other contracts will serve Prospect 


H e i g h t s , Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and unincorporated 
areas of 


Wheeling Township. 


Forrest Neil, MSD acting chief engineer, 


said Monday the Wheeling Township proj- 
ects will keep the MSD's commitment with 
the Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 
District to provide sewer service by 1970. 


TRUSTEE E. GEORGE THEIM. chair- 


man of the engineering committee, ex- 
plained the projects were a recommenda- 
tion from Gen. Supt. Vinton Bacon and the 
engineering staff. When first presented, 
the board felt it did not have enough infor- 
mation to act on the recommendation, 
Theim explained. 


Theim said the sewers will be installed 


to take the load off the existing inter- 
ceptors. The northwest suburbs is served 
by the North Side Sewage Treatment plant 
and increased development has caused an 
overload of these interceptors, especially 
during rain. 


The new interceptors will tie into the 


Salt Creek and O'Hare water reclamation 


plants when these sewage treatment facil- 
ities are constructed, Theim said. 


"WE PLAN TO COME up with recom- 


mendations to present the hoard Aug. 28," 
Theim said. "It's likely we will then offi- 
cially authorize the advertising for putting 
the projects to bid."

said the line serving 


Schaumburg and Palatine would extend 
from an existing interceptor along Algon- 
quin Road which dead ends 600 feet south- 
east of Plum Grove Road. The line would 
extend northwest along Algonquin Road 
about 10,550 feet to a point 2,900 fee* north- 
west of Roselle Road. 


THIS CONTRACT PORTION would call 


for 425 calendar construction days and has 
a preliminary cost estimate of $1 million. 
A second contract would pick up and ex- 
tend the interceptor along Algonquin Road 
5,220 feet to a proposed new street in Hoff- 
man Estates. Preliminary cost estimate of 
this contract is $1,200,000 and construction 
would be 350 calendar days.

Aid 
Plan 
Grows 


The community school services program 


established two years ago in School Dist. 
21 continues to roll along successfully, ac- 
cording to administrators of the program. 


The annual year-end evaluation of the 


program revealed increased communi'.y 
participation in the programs. More con- 
crete evidence of its acceptance by the 
community is shown in increased local fi- 
nancial support over the past two years. 


"Most community school services proj- 


ects in the state died out at the end of 
three years when federal money was no 
longer available for the programs," said 
Donald Day, coordinator of educational 
and social services for the Illinois Center 
for Community Education Development, 
which administers the district program. 


"HOWEVER, WE don't expect this to 


happen in this case. Increased community 
participation in the project has been evi- 
dent in all areas, and public bodies are 
giving us more financial support than ever 
before," he continued. 


Evidence of this is demonstrated in the 


budget for the center. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, $103,000 in 


local funds, or 62 per cent of the total 
budget, will be used to support the pro- 
grams. Federal funds, supplied under Title 
HI of the Federal Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act will amount to $75,000. 


During the program's first year, federal 


funds for the program amounted to 
$150,000 and local funds to only $5,000. 


DURING THE second year of operation, 


federal money dropped to $100,000 and lo- 
cal funding rose to $50,000. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, approxi- 


mately 90 students were enrolled in the 
Young Adult Education Program, accord- 
ing to the year-end evaluation. 


This program is for young adults, from 


17 to 25, who wish to complete their high 
school education. 


Of those registered in the program, 27 


per cent, completed their requirements for 
a high school diploma. 


"This fall, we expect about 100 people to 


enroll in the program," said Day. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, 144 new 


cases were handled at the mental health 
clinic, and 110 were terminated. 


THE CLINIC is beginning the 1969-70 


year with 83 cases now in therapy, an in- 
crease of 66 per cent over one year ago, 
when 50 patients were being treated. 


"This figure demonstrates that more 


people know about and are using the clin- 
ic, not that more need help with emotional 
problems," said Day. 


A total of 194 persons have been served 


by the clinic in the past year. Nearly half, 
or 47.9 per cent, were from Wheeling. The 
next largest number, 21.1 per cent, came 
from Prospect Heights. 


MALES IN THE 11-20 age group ac- 


counted for 33 per cent of those serviced 
by the clinic, with the next largest cate- 
gory women in the 21-50 age group, which 
accounted for 28.3 per cent of those 
treated at the clinic. 


Participation 
in recreation programs 


also has increased since the project was 
started. In 1967-68, 23,681 persons partici- 
pated in some phase of the recreational 
program.

1968-69, this 
figure 


climbed to 26,265.

20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed 


Last yeai CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11 000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed m the Chicago area 


Pitner a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co to assist 
with the CAB program 
He will spend 


about two days a week working on the 
pi oject to find jobs 


DURING THE coming year Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram ' I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment No tests 
are given to participants 


'It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program, ' 
noted Pitner, 26 who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967 


PI1NER EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance 
Pre employ 


ment counseling, on-the job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses 


' One of the biggest problems is to tram 


the hard corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily " said Pitner Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as 
'very realistic" 


since participants are trained for actual 
jobs that private industry has a need for 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of Draining employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program,' Pitner 
related 


"WE ARE NOT so altrustic that we ex 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate 
ly,' he continued "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity " 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in 
terested in selling larger corporations on 
participation in the program to provide 
jobs for the hard-corps unemployed "We 
would like to see the larger corporations 


agree to having 3 per cent of their labor 
force come from this group, he said 


PITNER NOTED that individuals placed 


in jobs are trained in an understanding of 
a capitalistic economy as well as being 
trained m paiticular job skills for which 
there is a market 'Individuals in the job 
program are taught how thev can channel 
money into their community and improve 
their lives ' he said 


A job may be just a job for some people 


But for Pitner, it is a means of changing 
someone s future 


' Most corporate personnel are very re- 


ceptive to our progi am

northwest along Algonquin Road and serve 
the communities of Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates, Palatine and South Barrington 
Two other contracts will serve Prospect 


H e i g h t s , Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and 
unincorporated areas of 


Wheeling Township 


Forrest Neil, MSD acting chief engineer, 


said Monday the Wheeling Township proj- 
ects will keep the MSD s commitment with 
the Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 
District to provide sewer service by 1970 


TRUSTEE E GEORGE THEIM, chair- 


man of the engineering committee, ex- 
plained the projects were a recommenda- 
tion from Gen Supt Vmton Bacon and the

The annual year-end evaluation of the 


program revealed increased commumtv 
participation in the programs More con 
crete evidence of its acceptance by the 
community is shown in increased local fi 
nancial support over the past two years 


'Most community school services proj 


ects in the state died out at the end of 
three years when federal money was no 
longer available for the programs," said 
Donald Day, coordinator of educational 
and social services for the Illinois Center 
for Community Education Development 
which administers the district program 


"HOWEVER, WE don t expect this to 


happen in this case Increased community 
participation in the project has been evi- 
dent in all areas, and public bodies are 
giving us more financial support than ever 
before,' he continued 


Evidence of this is demonstrated in the 


budget for the center 


During the fiscal jear 1969-70 $103,000 in 


local funds or 62 per cent of the total 
budget, will be used to support the pro- 
grams Federal funds, supplied under Title 
III of the Federal Elementary and Secon 
dary Education Act will amount to $75,000 


During the program s first year, federal 


funds 
for the program amounted to 


$150,000 and local funds to only $5,000 


DURING THE second year of operation 


federal money dropped to $100,000 and lo- 
cal funding rose to $50 000 


During the fiscal year 1968-69 approxi- 


mately 90 students were enrolled in the 
Young Adult Education Program, accord-

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The engineering committee of the Metro- 


politan Sanitary District (MSD) board of 
trustees is to meet today to consider $6 
million in contracts for northwest subur- 
ban sewers.

gineering committee's meeting. The pro- 


posed northwest suburban projects are 
part of $14 million the MSD is assured in 
construction funds. Southwest Cook County 
is getting about $8 mil-ion in interceptors 
in the same proposal. 


TWO PROJECTS, broken down into four 


construction contracts are involved. Two 
contracts will extend an interceptor sewer 
northwest along Algonquin Road and serve 
the communities of Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates, Palatine and South Harrington. 


Two other contracts will serve Prospect 


H e i g h t s , Mount Prospect, Arlington 


Heights and unincorporated areas of 
Wheeling Township. 


Forrest Neil, MSD acting chie' engineer, 


said Monday the Wheeling Township proj- 
ects will keep the MSD's commitment with 
the Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 
District to provide sewer service by 1970. 


TRUSTEE E. GEORGE THEIM, chair- 


man of the engineering committee, ex- 
plained the projects were a recommenda- 
tion from Gen. Supt. Vinton Bacon and the 
engineering staff. When first presented, 
the board felt it did not have enough infor- 


mation to act on the recommendation, 
Theim explained. 


Theim said the sewers will be installed 


to take the load off the existing inter- 
ceptors. The northwest suburbs is served 
by the North Side Sewage Treatment plant 
and increased development has caused an 
overload of these interceptors, especially 
during rain. 


The new interceptors will tie into the 


Salt Creek and O'Hare water reclamation 
plants when these sewage treatment facil- 
ities are constructed, Theim said. 


Sensitive Student, He'll Seek Dignity

I saw chalk drawings on the wall which 


he had done, the copy of Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti's "Coney Island of the Mind" and 
as he ushered me to an overstuffed chair, 
I could feel how this 17-year-old wasn't a 
boy at all, but a sensitive and remarkable 
individual. Then he told me he is in the 
process of writing two plays and portray- 
ing the king in a student production of 
"Once Upon A Mattress " 


Steve Linsner of Palatine, a 1969 St. Via- 


tor's graduate, is exactly the type of stu- 
dent for New College in Sarasota, Fla 


New College is a revolutionary concept 


in education which is looking for what 
Steve calls "qualified underachievers," or 
students who have never been stimulated 
intellectually to the point of real motiva- 
tion. 


It seeks to "maintain the dignity of the 


student's role in his own education." 


"DIGNITY, THAT'S IT! That hits it 


right on the head 
the student must have 


his own dignity. Did you read that story in 
the Los Angeles Free Press called 'Stu- 
dent as Nigger"'" Steve exclaimed. 


The story discusses the inequities in 


modern university faculties concerning the 
treatment of students. 


"Why is it that teachers are so often 


interested in their own goals, or writing 
the great American novel instead of being 
concerned with the interests and needs of 
their students?" he asked. 


I related my experiences with bad 


teachers and those who purposely make 
things hard for students. 


He agreed and pushed things a little far- 


ther: "If they can't care about us learning 
and teaching them at the same time, then 
they shouldn't be teachers." 


HE TOLD ME THAT his acceptance let- 


ter from New College said the learning 
process would come from them, but they 
also expected he would have much to con- 
tribute to the college. "That's a great feel- 
ing, for them to think I have something to 
teach them " 


At New College, Steve says, all students 


receive a bachelor of arts degree, which 
may be completed in three years. There is 
not necessarily any specialized area of 
study besides that which the student wish- 
es to make for himself. 


STEVE THINKS HE may go into some 


area of psychology, but doesn't think he'll 
"ever quit writing — I guess that's really 
what I'm interested in." 


He sees the necessity for a graduate 


education and, as 80 per cent of this year's 
New College class, he will follow them to 
the best graduate schools in the country.

More con- 
crete evidence of its acceptance by the 
community is shown in increased local fi- 
nancial support over the past two years. 


"Most community school services proj- 


ects in the state died out at the end of 
three years when federal money was no 
longer available for the programs," said 
Donald Day, coordinator of educational 
and social services for the Illinois Center 
for Community Education Development, 
which administers the district program. 


"HOWEVER, WE don't expect this to 


happen In this case. Increased community 
participate in the project has been evi- 


dent in all areas, and public bodies are 
giving us more financial support than ever 
before," he continued. 


Evidence of this is demonstrated in the 


budget for the center. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, $103,000 in 


local funds, or 62 per cent of the total 
buJtfet, will be used to support the pro- 
grams. Federal funds, supplied under Title 
III of the Federal Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act will amount to $75,000. 


During the program's first year, federal 


funds for the program amounted to 
$150,000 and local funds to only $5,000. 


DURING THE second year of operation, 


federal money dropped to $100,000 and lo- 
cal funding rose to $50,000. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, approxi- 


mately 90 students were enrolled in the 
Young Adult Education program, accord- 


ing to the year-end evaluation. 


This program is for young adults, from 


17 to 25, who wish to complete their high 
school education. 


Of those registered in the program, 27 


per cent, completed their requirements for 
a high school diploma. 


"This fall, we expect about 100 people to 


enroll in the program," said Day. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, 144 new 


cases were handled at the mental health 
clinic, and 110 were terminated. 


THE CLINIC is beginning the 1969-70 


year with 83 cases now in therapy, an in- 
crease of 66 per cent over one year ago, 
when 50 patients were being treated. 


"This figure demonstrates that more 


people know about and are using the clin- 
ic, not that more need help with emotional 
problems," said Day. 


New College's unique educational con- 


cept is this: "The student makes a con- 
tract with two faculty advisers at the be- 
ginning of each term. It is his own respon- 
sibility to fulfill the terms of the contract 
in any manner he wishes. He then must 
convince his advisers he has fulfilled his 
contract." 


He may do this by any method from

ect he may wish.

to Kenilworth Ave., west along Kenilworth 
Ave.

1,350 feet to Willow Road, then 
west along Willow Road 1,315 feet to its 
termination at Willow Road and Water- 
man Ave.

"I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with

Nixon made the move in part of his new 


welfare system he submitted to Congress 
yesterday. He asked Congress for a $4 bil- 
lion added welfare package for his "work- 
fare" system over the present cost of 
about $5 billion.

Sensitive Student, He'll Seek Dignity

I saw chalk drawings on the wall which 


he had done, the copy of Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti's "Coney Island of the Mind" and 
as he ushered me to an overstuffed chair, 
I could feel how this 17-year-old wasn't a 
boy at all, but a sensitive and remarkable 
individual. Then he told me he is in the 
process of writing two plays and portray- 
ing the king in a student production of 
"Once Upon A Mattress." 


Steve Linsner of Palatine, a 1969 St. Via- 


tor's graduate, is exactly the type of stu- 
dent for New College in Sarasota, Fla. 


New College is a revolutionary concept 


in education which is looking for what 
Steve calls "qualified underachievers," or 
students who have never been stimulated 
intellectually to the point of real motiva- 
tion. 


It seeks to "maintain the dignity of the 


student's role in his own education." 


"DIGNITY, THAT'S IT! That hits it 


right on the head - the student must have 
his own dignity. Did you read that story in 
the Los Angeles Free Press called 'Stu- 


dent as Nigger'?" Steve exclaimed. 


The story discusses the inequities in 


modern university faculties concerning the 
treatment of students. 


"Why is it that teachers are so often 


interested in their own goals, or writing 
the great American novel instead of being 
concerned with the interests and needs of 
their students?" he asked. 


I related my experiences with bad 


teachers and those who purposely make 
things hard for students. 


He agreed and pushed things a little far- 


ther: "If they can't care about us learning 
and teaching them at the same time, then 
they shouldn't be teachers." 


HE TOLD ME THAT his acceptance let- 


ter from New College said the learning 
process would come from them, but they 
also expected he would have much to con- 
tribute to the college. "That's a great feel- 
hig, for them to think I have something to 
teach them." 


At New College, Steve says, ill students 


receive a bachelor of arts degree, which 
may be completed in three years. There is 


not necessarily any specialized area of 
study besides that which the student wish- 
es to make for himself. 


STEVE THINKS HE may go into some 


area of psychology, but doesn't think he'll 
"ever quit writing — I guess that's really 
what I'm interested in." 


He sees the necessity for a graduate 


education and, as 80 per cent of this year's 
New College class, he will follow them to 
the best graduate schools in the country. 


New College's unique educational con- 


cept is this: "The student makes a con- 
tract with two faculty advisers at the be- 
ginning of each term. It is his own respon- 
sibility to fulfill the terms of the contract 
in any manner he wishes. He then must 
convince his advisers he has fulfilled his 
contract." 


He may do this by any method from 


traditional coursework 
to independent 


study. 


THERE ARE NO GRADES, pre-requis- 


ites or credit hours. 


In addition, each student has a one 


moiith period of each year in which he

established tuo years ago in School Dist. 
21 continues to roll along successfully, ac- 
cording to administrators of the program. 


The annual year-end evaluation of the 


program revealed increased community 
participation in the programs. More con- 
crete evidence of its acceptance by the 
community is shown in increased local fi- 
nancial support over the past two years. 


"Most community school services proj- 


ects in the state died out at the end of 
three years when federal money was no 
longer available for the programs," said 
Donald Day, coordinator of educational 
and social services for the Illinois Center 
for Community Education Development, 
which administers the district program. 


"HOWEVER. WE don't expect this to 


happen in this case. Increased community 
participation in the project has been evi- 


dent in all areas, and public bodies are 
giving us more financial support than ever 
before," he continued. 


Evidence of this is demonstrated in the 


budget for the center. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, $103,000 in 


local funds, or 62 per cent of the total 
budget, will be used to support the pro- 
grams. Federal funds, supplied under Title 
III of the Federal Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act will amount to $75,000. 


During the program's first year, federal 


funds for the program amounted to 
$150,000 and local funds to only $5,000. 


DURING THE second year of operation, 


federal money dropped to $100,000 and lo- 
cal funding rose to $50,000. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, approxi- 


mately 90 students were enrolled in the 
Young Adult Education Program, accord- 


ing to the year-end evaluation. 


This program is for young adults, from 


17 to 25, who wish to complete their high 
school education. 


Of those registered in the program, 27 


per cent, completed their requirements for 
a high school diploma. 


"This fall, we expect about 100 people to 


enroll in the program," said Day. 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, 144 new 


cases were handled at the mental health 
clinic, and 110 were terminated. 


THE CLINIC is beginning the 1969-70 


year with 83 cases now in therapy, an in- 
crease of 66 per cent over one year ago, 
when 50 patients were being treated. 


"This figure demonstrates that more 


people know about and are using the clin- 
ic, not that more need help with emotional 
problems," said Day.

Construction work on Arlington High 


School's life safety program to make the 
building as fire proof as possible is resum- 
ing. 


Wayne Fritch of the architectural firm 


responsible for the work told the High 
School Dist. 214 board last night that Capi- 
tal Indemnity Co. is assuming responsi- 
bility as subcontractor for the project. 


Fritch said that Sept. 1 has been chosen 


as a completion date but said he doubts 
that date can be reached. 


THE CAPITAL INDEMNITY CO. has 


picked up the $24,100 cost of the project 
and is working to complete the remodel- 
ing, delayed for almost a year by con- 
tractor problems. 


The board was informed by Dr. Robert 


G. Weber, assistant superintendent for 
business services that the district is hav- 
ing two surveys conducted of its phone 
services. 


The six-school district is using an Illinois 


Bell Telephone Co. survey and a private 
survey in an attempt to cut telephone 
costs. 


Slated for tentative approval last night- 


was the $21.6 million budget for 1969-70, 
the largest budget in the district's history. 


The board was also scheduled to consid- 


er approval of the 1969-70 student accident 
insurance contract. 


Council, had a provision for a commission 
included in the ordinance. 


Sundling said the purpose of this com- 


mission was to allow communities to pro- 
vide machinery to handle any situations 
that might arise. 


The ordinance was a combination of or- 


dinances from other suburbs, making it 
more effective, Sundling said. 


ANOTHER PURPOSE of the ordinance 


was to provide a means of recourse for 
people in the community, other than the 
federal government, Sundling said. 


Regulating the conduct of real estate 


transactions, the ordinance also set up 
machinery for remedies and penalties of 
violations. 


The Human Relations Commission was 


to be appointed by the Mayor with the ap- 
proval of the city council. 


Under the ordinance that is now being 


held in committee, the city council was 
empowered to license real estate agents 
and revoke licenses issued under the ordi- 
nance for violations of provisions of the or- 
dinance. 


INCLUDED IN the ordinance was a 


standard of conduct for real estate brokers 
compelling them to conduct business in 
the following manner: 


— Brokers must show any person dem- 


onstrating 
need and financial 
quali- 


fications all real estate meeting such need 
and qualifications. 


- Limitation or conditions for the sale 


of real estate on the basis of race, color, 
religion or national origin cannot be stated 
or implied in any communications from 
the broker. 


— Brokers may not participate in any 


discriminatory practice or action relating 
to the placing of restrictions on the listing, 
showing, sale, leasing, rental, financing, 
improvement or acquisition of real estate. 


— Brokers cannot cause undue expense 


or hardship to persons seeking residential 
housing. 


— Brokers must account for, as re- 


quired, all and any moneys or documents 
coming into his possession which belong to 
others. 


— Compensation received of any nature 


for an act performed in violation of the 
ordinance by the broker is illegal. 


— Brokers may not make any mis- 


representations or false claims. 


— Under the proposed ordinance it 


would be unlawful for brokers to fail to set 
price, terms, conditions, or privileges of 
any kind relative to the sale, lease, rental, 
financing, repair, rehabilitation, construc- 
tion, maintenance, occupancy or improve- 
ment of real estate. 


— Any limitations or conditions upon 


real estate must not be encouraged, rec- 
ommended or solicited by the broker.

Her interest began when she and 
her family took a trip to the Rocky Moun- 
tains and she began collecting rocks. 


She has also collected rocks from the 


South, and has 36 rocks labeled and identi- 
fied in her collection. "Finding the rocks 
is the easy part, the hard part is testing 
them and identifying what kind they are," 
she said. 


In 4-H for four years, Connie has worked 


with tropical fish, cooking, sewing, eto- 
mology, dog care, leather craft, forestry 
and room improvement.

RAY. THE ONLY BOY entered in his 


classification, showed the girls how when 
he won the grand champion for baby sit- 
ting.

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Pitner Looks for 20,000 Jobs

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


spend the next year job hunting. However, 
lie won't be looking for a job for himself. 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in get- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will bo 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to 1967. 


1'ITNEK EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance: Pre-employ- 
ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner. Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
since participants are trained for actual 


jobs that private industry ha.s a need for 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," I'itner 
related. 


"WE ARK NOT so altrustir that we ex- 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," he continued. "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved. 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part. After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity." 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in- 
terested in selling larger corporations on 


participation ui the program to provide 
jobs for the hard-corps unemployed. "We 
would like U) see the larger corporations 
agree to having 3 per cent of their labor 
force tome from this group." he said

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


spend the next year job hunting. However, 
he won't be looking for a job for himself. 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in Ret- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co., to assist 
with the CAB program. He will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 200 com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes ana little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Thoso selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from 1965 to l!Xi7. 


I'lTNEK EXPLAINED that participants 


in the employment program are provided 
three types of assistance: Pro-employ- 
ment counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or basic education courses. 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in getting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaiimburi? resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
since participants are trained fnr actual 


jobs that private industry has a need for 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," I'ltner 
related. 


"WE ARK NOT so altrustic that we -x- 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," 
he continued. "We make it clear to 


the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity " 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in 
terested in selling larger corporations on 


participation ui the program to provi'lo 
jobs for the hard-corps unemployed. "We 
would like to see the larger corporations 
agree to having 3 per cent of their labor 
force come from this group." he said.

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THE HERALD Pitner Looks for 20,000 Jobs

Robert Pitner of Schaumburg plans to 


spend the next year job hunting. However, 
he won't be looking for a job for himself. 


Pitner, who resides at 1104 S. Westover 


Lane, will be doing his job hunting for the 
Chicago Alliance of Businessmen (CAB), 
which has established the goal of obtaining 
20,000 jobs this year for the hard-corps 
unemployed. 


Last year CAB was instrumental in gel- 


ting 11,000 jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed in the Chicago area. 


Pitner, a marketing executive, will be 


on loan from his employer, Continental Il- 
linois National Bank & Trust Co , to assist 
with the CAB program. lie will spend 
about two days a week working on the 
project to find jobs. 


DURING THE coming year, Pitner will 


be calling upon approximately 2(W com- 
panies in the Chicago area to sell company 
officials on participation in the job pro- 
gram. "I usually talk to company presi- 
dents or personnel managers and attempt 
to sell the program to them," Pitner said. 


The individuals the CAB program is de- 


signed to help are persons with low in- 
comes and little education, Pitner ex- 
plained. Those selected to benefit from the 
job program fall into certain categories: 
School dropouts, persons under 22 years of 
age, workers 45 years of age or over, 
handicapped workers, and persons with 
special obstacles to employment. No tests 
are given to participants. 


"It's very satisfying to be able to help 


individuals through this job program," 
noted Pitner, 26, who spent two years with 


the Peace Corps in India from I9fi. 
r> to 19«7. 


PITNER EXPLAINED that participants 


in llic employment program are provided 
three types of assistance: Pre-employ- 
munt counseling, on-the-job training, and 
vocational training outside of working 
hours or ba.sic education courses 


"One of the biggest problems is to train 


the hard-corps unemployed in the habit of 
going to work daily," said Pitner Most 
are individuals who have not had the in- 
centive to help themselves in the past, or 
else they have had difficulty in Retting to 
the place of employment, according to the 
bank executive. 


The Schaumburg resident described the 


CAB job program as "very realistic" 
iince participants are trained for actual 


jobs that private industry has a need for 
"Participating industries in the job pro- 
gram have the option of training employes 
t h e m s e l v e s or having them trained 
through a government program," Pitner 
related. 


"WE ARK NOT so altrustic that we i'\ 


pect the employer to provide a job even if 
the employe does not perform adequate- 
ly," he continued "We make it clear to 
the employer that if the employe does not 
perform as expected, he can be relieved 
But we also urge patience on the employ- 
er's part. After all, these people haven't 
had much opportunity." 


According to Pitner, the Chicago Al- 


liance of Businessmen is particularly in- 
terested in selling larger corporations on 


participation ui the program to provide 
jobs fur the hard-corps unemployed. "We 
would like to see the larger corporations 
agree to having 3 per cent of their labor 
force come from this group " he said.

turn right before reaching the bridge. 


Eventually, when traffic warrants it. 


tollway officials plan to convert the inter- 
change into a full cloverleaf, allowing en- 
trance and exit in all directions for all 
traffic.
